ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  - 1973  - UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO 


THE  PROGRAMME 

It  is  increasingly  desirable,  if  not  essential,  for  many 
persons  to  be  able  to  commrrnicate  accrrrately  and  effect- 
ively in  rtrore  than  one  language  within  more  than  one 
cultural  framework.  Participation  in  the  English  Language 
Summer  School  will  afford  those  whose  native  language  is 
not  English  with  an  opportunity  to  develop  an  English 
language  reflex  under  the  expert  guidance  of  linguist- 
instructors. 

This  full-time  summer  programme  aims  at  developing  the 
four  basic  skills  involved  in  language  learning:  listening, 
speaking,  reading,  and  writing.  In  particular,  however,  the 
development  of  conversational  fluency  is  a major  objective, 
with  special  attention  being  given  to  sentence  structure 
and  patterns,  pronunciation  and  vocabulary  (including 
special  vocabularies).  Though  the  programme  has  an 
established  timetable  every  attempt  is  made  to  allow 
students  as  much  freedom  within  it  as  possible  to  provide 
opportunity  for  emphasis  in  those  areas  appropriate  to 
their  individual  needs  and  interests. 

Instruction  is  offered  at  the  elementary  (but  not  beginning), 
intermediate,  and  advanced  stages.  Placement  in  the 
various  levels  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  regist- 
rant's self-evaluation  of  oral  facility  in  English  (as 
provided  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  application  form) 
supplemented  by  interviews  conducted  at  the  time  of 
arrival  at  the  Summer  School. 

Classroom  experience  is  both  enriched  and  reinforced 
through  daily  natural  use  of  the  language  in  the  stimulating 
social  and  cultural  environment  which  Toronto  provides  for 
visitors  and  residents  alike. 

For  evenings  and  weekends  the  Summer  School  programme 
includes  varied  activities  intended  to  better  acquaint 
students  with  Toronto,  with  its  people,  and  with  one 
another.  Typically,  these  include  concert  visits,  tours  to 
historical  and  other  landmarks,  parties,  choral  singing, 
museum  visits,  debates,  and  theatre  outings.

Generally,  participants  come  from  many  parts  of  the  world 
representing  a wide  range  of  occupational  experience  and 
academic  background.  The  meeting  of  such  a diverse  group 
of  people  is  yet  another  enjoyable  aspect  of  the  programme.
